W hen Blossom Athey drives down several of 
the streets of our Southwest neighborhood, 
chil dren run out to the side-walk and call out to her. 
She is the one they can count on to always have a 
kind word, some good news, or something interest¬ 
ing to plan on doing. Young people of all ages are 
one of Blossom’s major interests. 


Born in the rolling hillside 
country of nearby Darnestown, 
Maryland, Blossom grew up on 
the family farm. She remem¬ 
bers many young people from 
Washington coming for farm 
visits and also the discussions 
the family had as they made 
decisions about how much 
money would be spent on the 
family holidays and what would 
be shared with others. 

These early influences may 
be what created in her an 
optimistic spirit, her sense of 
humor and her commitment to 
care-giving and working for 
justice. Currently her Friday 
evenings and part of each 
Saturday are spent guiding two 
programs for young people - 
the Triple F (Friday Film Festi¬ 
val) where grade-schoolers can 
enjoy wholesome films and 
discussion, and PEP (Plant and 
Earth People) designed to 
encourage junior high age 
youth to learn about living 
things, to have fun and to earn 
some money. Triple F is 
located at Westminster Presby¬ 
terian Church where Blossom 
has served as a church officer. 
PEP began at Westminster and 
now has a home with the Police 
Boys and Girls Club at Bowen 
School. 

In spite of being involved 
with the above programs, 
Blossom continues to work full¬ 


time at Covington and Burling 
law firm where she guides the 
social services arm of their legal 
services. In a book about the 
firm, H.C. Westwood states, 
“Blossom has become widely 
known among social service 
agencies in the Washington 
community. And there are 
Navajo Indians in the distant 
American Southwest who never 
heard of Covington and Burling 
but who revere Blossom Athey. 
In her, and her service, the firm 
takes greatest pride. ” 

When the Neighborhood 
Legal Services Program was 
formed Blossom was loaned by 
her firm for a year and a half to 
help train others and set up the 
program. Again, she found 
time to begin a Night Neighbor¬ 
hood Center to provide infor¬ 
mation and referral service for 
people in trouble. When the 
Navajo Nation needed help in 
setting up an organization for 
legal services, the Office of 
Economic Opportunity re¬ 
quested Blossom’s help. This 
she gave them during her 
vacation time in 1966 - and has 
continued over the years since. 

Blossom calls her education 
a hodge-podge. Starting out as 
a music major at the Wash¬ 
ington College of Music, after 
interruptions of illnesses and 
accidents, she continued her 


education with a sociolegal 
curriculum at night at a consor¬ 
tium of local colleges. She 
managed to be the trumpet 
soloist of the Washington All- 
Girl Orchestra and keep up 
with her community service 
volunteering all the while. 

In and around Washington 
live the graduates of yet another 
of Blossom’s enterprises - The 
Marching Tigers. When moth¬ 
ers said they needed tutoring, 
recreation and a safe place for 
their sons, and Blossom heard 
that an organization was buying 
new drums - she asked for the 
old ones and organized the 
“Tigers”. Their schedule 
included performances at the 
Kennedy Center and trips to 
New York City. 

As she nears retirement, she 
has accepted invitations from 
the Citizen Ambassador pro¬ 
gram to share information and 
expertise on trips to the Soviet 
Union, China and Israel. 

Blossom sums up her inter¬ 
ests in the words of Chris 
Roosevelt, whom she met in 
the 1960’s, “It is important to 
have bridges between the rich 
and the poor.” A multi-talented 
person herself, she believes the 
needs are so great, that what¬ 
ever talent one has can effec¬ 
tively serve others. Despite her 
work all oyer the city and 
nation, she is deeply committed 
to our Southwest community. 
She perceives two problems in 
the way we work and live 
together. One is that many 
people serve “on every Board 
around” but few are actually 
working directly with the young 
people. Second, she wishes we 
were less “turf-conscious” and 
more cooperative in our com-' 
munity efforts.

“We need citizens to 
pick up the iphone and report - soft intelli¬ 
gence - any suspicious behavior to the vice 
department, (202) 727-4607,” he said. “By 
providing this intelligence, the police can 
maintain a greater presence in the commu¬ 
nity.” he added. 

For almost a year, Robert White has been 
at the helm of Public Safety., He suggests 
emphatically: “The community and the police 
force must establish a holistic approach to 
crime. All the pieces of the puzzle must work 
together to have greater long-term effects.” 

At the meeting, all the speakers had one 
centralized theme: citizen involvement. 
Fundamentally, it is the collective responsibil¬ 
ity of all members of the Southwest commu¬ 
nity to construct models for social change. 

“Communities that work as one, achieve 
greater success,” said Mr. White. Everyone in 
the community who wants to see an end to 
crime must; begin to form citizen coalitions.

The belief that the police can do it by 
themselves !is more illusory than real. There 
have been numerous attempts by the police 
department at remedying the crime rate in the 
community . However, in a city with budget 
cuts and increasing limited resources, there 
will never be enough manpower or programs 
to meet the needs of the community.

The Carrollburg commu¬ 
nity and James Creek residents 
continue to suffer from the 
consequences of the abandoned 
and dangerous Syphax School 
property - most notably, a rise 
in drug trafficking and its 
related criminal activity. 

In addition to the numer¬ 
ous community meetings I have 
held regarding the development 
of this site, I recently met with 
officials from Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity. Habitat has expressed 
interest in developing affordable 
housing on the Syphax School 
site and there appears to be 
growing community support for 
this possibility - particularly 
from the Southwest Neighbor¬ 
hood Assembly (SWNA) which 
has been a leader in this'effort. 

As a result of my meeting, 

I contacted Mayor Barry and 
newly appointed Department of 
Administrative Services Director 
Dallas Evans to pressure them 
to take immediate action. We 
must accelerate the District’s 
antiquated and bureaucratic 
process by which we dispense 
of the Syphax property to 
whomever we select to develop 
the site. 

I am working work with 
Carrollburg residents, ANC 2D, 
SWNA, Southwest House and 
others to ensure this project is 
given priority attention from all 
levels of the District govern¬ 
ment. Equally important, we 
must increase police presence 
in this area. 

EVANS CONVENES 
SOUTHWEST MEETING ON 
PUBLIC HOUSING 

“The State of Public 
Housing in Southwest - Where 
do we go from here and 
when?!” is the theme of the 
public forum I am convening 
along with the Resident 
Council’s of Southwest’s four 
public housing facilities on 
7:00 p.m., Tuesday, March 
26 at the Anthony Bowen 
School. 


The residents of South¬ 
west deserve a safe environ¬ 
ment in which to live and raise 
their children. However, I have 
heard many disturbing stories 
from my numerous conversa¬ 
tions with Southwest Resident 
Council presidents: Bobbie 
McMahan of Greenleaf Exten¬ 
sion Addition, Callena Williams 
of Syphax, Phyllis Martin of 
James Creek, Judy Jones of 
Greenleaf and Mary Sessums 
of Greenleaf Gardens. The 
residents deserve to know what 
the Housing Authority’s plan of 
action is and the timetable for 
action. 

The recent arrival of David 
Gilmore to the head up the 
District of Columbia Housing 
Authority has led to some 
positive developments - how¬ 
ever, many problems persist. 

For example, one of my first 
successes as a Councilmember 
came nearly five years ago 
when I secured the installation 
of a security fence at Greenleaf 
Garden. However, to this day, 
the electric gate does not work 
and the front doors of the 
building are not always secure!! 
Overall conditions of all South¬ 
west Housing Developments 
have gone from bad to worse. 

Another example is the 
King Greenleaf Recreation 
Center which has been plagued 
with chronic problems and is 
unusable. I feel there is a clear 
connection between the in¬ 
creased drug trade in Southwest 
and the lack of recreational ■ 
opportunities for our youth - 
leaving them unsupervised and 
without any positive outlet for 
their energies. I am working 
with the Advisory Neighbor¬ 
hood Commission and Resident 
Councils to secure a renovation, 
but we have been met with 
repeated delays and, worse, 
resistance to our efforts.

Arena Stage has found a way of presenting 
August Strindbergs bleak drama, “The Dance of 
Death”, as a very funny, entertaining comedy. 
JoAnne Akalaitis has directed a black, unrelent¬ 
ing domestic conflict as a cheerful tragedy. And 
she has succeeded immeasurably. It is funny 
indeed. But it isn’t Strindberg. 

“The Dance of Death” has been described as 
one of theater’s most intense expressions of 
black pessimism and hatred. When critics ac¬ 
cused Strindberg of being too depressing and 
bleak, he responded by saying that critics wanted 
only cheerful tragedies and farces. He preferred 
the strength that is to be found in cruel struggles; 
that to him was the source of joy. 

The story is that of an artillery captain Edgar 
and his wife Alice who are locked in a hopeless 
marriage - a marriage of hell. They can talk to 
each other and may even be attracted to each 
other physically - but they both are consumed 
with a mutual and- indescribable hatred. Edgar 
and Alice are about to celebrate their silver 
wedding anniversary. But they seem destined to 
celebrate alone - since they live, on an island and 
are virtually friendless because they have with¬ 
drawn into their own solitary world of malice. 

However, the arrival of Kurt, a quarantine 
officer transferred to the island, introduces a 
catalyst for action that throws Edgar and Alice 
into conflict and venomous, cruel attacks on each 
other. Both are self-centered and given to 
temper tantrums that erupt as a result of the 
monotony of their lives together. The story 
evolves as a three-way battle in which no pris¬ 
oner will be taken. 

Henry Strozier and Tana Hicken are remark¬ 
able in their ability to translate the play’s action 
and text, designed for tragedy, into comic rou¬ 
tines that border on vaudeville. The energy level 
remains at fever pitch and builds to a climax that 
is hilarious and astounding. 

This production will be enjoyed immensely by 
anyone who does not know Strindberg’s work. 
Forget the play’s origin or place in the history of 
social drama and realistic theater. Just enjoy it as 
an extremely well directed and acted farce. 

And we can perhaps look forward to Arena 
giving us “Romeo and Juliet” next year as a 
screwball comedy. It may by funny - but it won’t 
be Shakespeare.
